Admiral Mahan, of the United 


English paper. with one of the 
best articles on the-teal condition 
of the British navy that has been 
written duting the several years 
of controversy that have elapsed 
since the first German war stare. 
Admiral Mahan is recognized 
throughout the world as the 
greatest naval historian livitig— 
probably the greatest naval his- 
torian that has ever lived. His 
pronouncements are stamped with 
the authority of knowledge. He 
has written the history—not the 
general history, but a tactical 
history—of every important mar- 
itime war since and including the 
times of Nelson. When such a 
man, who cannot be accused or 
suspected of partisan feclings, if 
for no other reason than that he 
is an othcer of a foreign navy, 
frankly tells the British public 
that even at the present time, 
Without any curtailment of naval 
expenditure, . the British navy 
would fiud it impossible in a time 
of war to command both the Med 
iterranean and the North Seas, 
he -makes a statement that no 
serious minded Britisher can fail 
to regard as almost appalling. 


For centuries we have been taught 


to believe that the British navy 
commands not only one but all 
the seven scas. What must we 
think when the greatest naval 
historian living, speaking out of 
his knowledge gained through the 
[erage of all nations in the 
past, frankly informs us in the 
|most friendly spirit that the 
British navy of today could not 
successfully defend the shores of 


the British Isles and at the same | 


time protect the trade routes of 


the Mediterranean and the Red| 
Seas? 
Admiral Mahan distinctly 


states that he has no opinion to 
express concerning the desirabil- 
ity of the continuance of such a 
condition. He properly declines 
to mix in British politics. As an 
expert he was asked for his opin- 
ion concerning conditions as they 
are. He expresses it without re- 
flecting in any way upon the wis- 
dom or unwisdom of permitting 
those conditions to continuc, to 
become accentuated, or to be ter- 
minated. 

At the very time when Admiral 
Mahan was expressing the views 
above referred to, Mr. Lloyd 
George, a dominant member of 
the British Government, was

The report of the commission 
on technical: education which is 
now being  fitally st and 

rinted: at. the print- 
ng bureau, wilt shortl 
for distribution. By the time it 
has become erally circulated 
the parliamentary session will be 
well, under way and the recom- 
mendations made will be strongly 
urged upon the government. In 
this connection the wish is gen- 
erally expressed in educational 
circles. that the subject be ap- 
proached by everybody interested 
in @ non-partisan spirit, and the 
government and ‘opposition ju a 
hands and bring about a better- 
ment of the conditions through- 
out the Dominion. 

Should the recommendation of 
the commission be adopted, it is 
believed in. a few ycars much 
would be done to improve Can- 
ada industrially. 

What the commission proposes, 
briefly stated, is that $3,000,000 
of federal money be devoted per 
annum to technical education. 
The idea is to divide two and a 
half million of this between the 
Provinces upon the basis of pop- 
ulation and to devote the other 
half million per annum to the 
creation of a central technical in- 
stitute, where experts could be 
developed who could: be loaned to 
any municipality making a start 
in the technical train t the 
young for any period considered 
necessary. The commission _ rec- 
ommends also that a portion of 
the money be devoted to estab- 
lishment of country schools, 
where sulficient farming and high- 
er ideals of citizenship could be! 
impakted to the sons ahd dau- 
ghters of Canadian farmers. 

The commission, of which Dr. 
W. J. Robertson is fhe head, was 
appointed by the late government 
and has travelled throughout ! 
Europe, the United States® and 
Canada to secure the informa- 
tion contained in the report. The 
present government has _ taken 


just as sympathetic an interest in! the dithculties 


the work as did the former ad- 
ministration, and if there are 
any differences of opinion ,n par- 
liament it will be only in ‘regard 
to the details. 

The other day Premier Borden 
gave the delegates representing 
the Trades and Labor Council 
who waited upon him the im- 
pression that the recommenda- 
tions of the commission would be 
considered without delay. It 
would not be surprising, there- 
fore, if the coming session should 
witness an advanced educational 
movement, calculated to'ensure a 
marked improvement in the efh- 
ciency of the Canadians of the 
future.

TWELVE HUNDRED 

WORKMEN KILLED 


Ottawa, Jan. 9—The deaths 
from industrial accidents through 
out Canada last year numbered 
no less than 1,220 workmen, 
while 5,780 workmen received 
serious injuries. Thus 7,000 
-workers in Canada met with fat- 
al or serious accidents. 

The metal trades and the rail- 
way services are by far the most 
hazardous employments. On Can- 
adian steam railways 332 em- 
ployees were killed lest year and 
1,831 were injured. In addition 
to that 152 men were killed in 
‘railway construction work and 
i103 injured. In the metal trades 
103. men ‘were killed and 1,326 
were injured. ‘There were 69 fat- 
al and 62 non-fatal accidents in 
connection with navigation. 

In the railway service collisions 


caused 55 deaths and 174 non- 
fatal injuries. There were 91 
killed and 104 injured through 


being run over hy trains. Derail- 
ments caused 25 deaths and 115 
injured. 

Dynamite explosions killed 50 
and seriously injured 37 in rail- 
way construction. 

lifteen public employees were 
killed and 266 were injured while 
on duty. Four were fst diy shot! 
while making arrests. One fire- 
man was killed and 31 injured by 
being thrown from fire apparatus 
and 27 were jnjurcd through col- 
lisions with street cars, etc. Two 
accidents are put down to “froz- 
en While fighting fires.’’

SYNOPSIS Ol CANADIAN 
NORTHWEST HOMESTEAD 
REGULATIONS 

Any person who 1s the sols 
head of a family, or any malo 
over 18 years .old, may home- 
stcad a quarter section of avail- 
able Dominion land in Manito- 
bia, Saskatchewan or Alberta. 
The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-agency for the 
district. Entry by proxy may 
be made at any agency, on cer- 
tain conditions by father, mo- 
ther, son, daughter, brother or 
sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties—Six months’ residence 
upon and cultivation of the 
land in each of three years. A 
homesteader may live within 
nine miles of his homestead on 
a farm of at least 80 acres sole- 
ily owned and occupied by him 
,or by his father, mother, son,

Arnold, managsr 
of the branch of the Bank of) 
Montreal at Plum Coulée was 
whisked away. At-7-o’elock it is 
feared the daring desperado has 
escaped fronr the city. 

In brief, this.is the climax of 
one of / the most sensational 
ctimes in Manitoba history. it 
came with ‘the suddenness of a 
lightning flash in spite of the 
great caution used by the auth- 
ofities in handling the prisoner. 
That Krafchenko’s escape was the 
result of an underworld plot 
seems to be without question. He 
wag supplied with a revolver and 
rope from some mysterious source 
and the automobile in which he 
escaped was provided at the puy- 
scological moment. ; 

Constables Flower and Reid 
were the guards in immediate 
charge of Krafchenko when he es- 
caped; they were locked in a 
large room with the prisoner. 
This part of the city jail was for- 
merly used as a kitchen. It is 
said the two guards are detained 
at the station pending an investi- | 
gation. 

About 2.30 Krafchenko was 
walking nervously around his 
room, the two officers sitting in! 
one of the tivo. beds in the big! 
cell. They were still talking over 
the preliminary trial which had 
closed but a few hours before re- 
sulting in the committment of 
the prisoner to Morden jail with 
almost rertain death on the scaf- 
fold confronting him. Still Jack 
did not seem downcast. He pre- 
served his ‘“‘nerve’’? to a remark- 
able degree, which is éasily und- 
erstood in the light of evefits. He 
was preparing for his bold stroke 
for liberty awhich was.ina few 
minutes to make him a free man 
or corpse. Suddenly Krafchéenko 
walked to the end of the room as 
far away from the guards. as pos- | 
sible.
